OMAHA, Dec. 1.—(#)—The Oma- 
ha Bee-News, in a copyrighted story 
today says Richard Gale Brophy, for- 
merly second in command of Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd's antarctic 
expedition, who disappeared in New 
York last August after leaving a sui- 
cide note, bas been found in Omaha. 

The former business manager for 
the famous arctic explorer has been 
working as a copy reader for the 
Omaha Morning Bee under the name 
of C. Manning Mitchell, the paper 
says, and adds: 

“Identity of Brophy was revealed by 
a startling coincidence almost at the 
instant that the news was flashed of 


Byrd's flight over the south pole. 

“Brophy severed connection 
the Byrd expedition. in. New 
last arch. and returned to New 
York. Then he disappeared leaving 
the following note: 

“IT am going to Coney Island. I am 
going to walk into the waves until 
they cover me and then I will be no 
more.” 

In Byrd Group Picture. 

“When the news of Bryd’s epochal 
flight was received, Brophy was read- 
ing copy in the Bee-News office. The 
night editor looked over a group of 
photegraphs of Byrd’s crew. In one 
wef them he recognized “C. Manning 
Mitchell” standing beside Commander 
Byrd and Mayor Jimmie Walker. 

“He looked at the picture again, 
then at ‘Mitchell’ busy at the copy 
desk. There could be no doubt that 
All the time 
‘Mitchell’ was unaware that he had 
been identified as Brophy, unaware 
even that his former commander had 
flown over the south pole. 

Telegrams were sent to New York, 
and Brophy's life was traced. 

Confronted with the evidence, Bro- 
phy admitted his identity, the story 
says. With tears in his eyes, he 
teld a story of how he had been be- 
sieged with trouble after leaving the 
Ryrd expedition, and had sought solace 
in masking his identity. 

“I only wanted to rest,” he is quot- 
ed. “My nerves were shattered. I 
was tired, distraught, unable to find 
relief from the pressure that seemed 
to hem me in.” 

To Fight It Ont. 

“So T foolishly considered suicide, I | 
say foolishly because realization came 
to me while in the water at Coney 
Island that problems of this life are 
not to be solved my such an act. 

“Having come to this conclusion I 
hurned behind me all my bridges save 
one, I shall explain to my good and 
dear friend Commander Byrd just 
what this bridge was. At that time I 
shall divulge my thoughts of coward- 
ice, and my three contemplations of 
‘ending it all.’

Sometimes this ignorance is truly 
dismal. Consider, for example, one 
little word which stands for much 
life beautiful in these 
United States. I refer to the poly- 
Syllable speakeasy. Is it not an ad- 
mirable word, suggesting in itself the 
whole procedure of illicit irrigation? 
The inconspicuous approach, the 
three taps on the door, the low-toned 
greeting to its hospitable guardian; 
and then, within, the easy chatter of 
oiled tongues from which spring wit 
and wisdom like flowers after desert 
rain. Long since it has been known 
and loved by tens of millions of 
Americans; yet Britons only heard of 
it the other day. : 

One sunny morning a few short 
years ago two cable editors sat in 
the office of a famous British news 
agency within the sound of Big Ben’s 
chimes. With puckered brows they 
bent over a telegram marked “urgent”’ 
from New York which bore the | 
mysterious message, “Siki Deadshot- 
ted Speakeasy.” The first two words ALFRED P. PERRY. 
were simple.’ They were “big news,” foréhey announced that “Battling” 
Siki, a well-known Senegalese prizefighter, had been shot dead, «But

Then, struck by the brilliant inspiration that Speak might besan American 
family name like Dwight, he turned to Easy; but with no more success. 
Evidently Mr. Speakeasy was ‘not a social registrate. 

In despair, the searcher turned for help to the editor of an American 
newspaper agency in a nearby office. This gentleman had left his native 
shores when flaming youth did its petting in horse buggies; but he was 
“Hmm...” he pondered deeply, ‘“‘probably 
it’s the name of a place, not a man. One of these Indian translations, 
y'know, like Minnehaha, Laughing Water. Gimme the gazeteer...um 
...the nearest 1 can find is Spekcszy, and that’s in Poland. Perhaps it’s 
too small to be marked. Better try the American embassy; they may 
have heard of,it.” 

The American embassy was rung forthwith. ‘Forgive me for trou- 
bling you,” purred the seeker after knowledge, “but have you ever heard 
of a place called Speakeasy in the United States? Yes, §-P-E-A-K- 
E-A-S-Y. What? Five hundred on Broadway? 1 don’t understand. 
What!...Oh, Lord!’’ . 

Such ignorance of popular American institutions is, of course, de- 
plorable. But it is not dangerous. Much more important is the deeper 
ignorance of the average Briton and of many public men concerning 
fundamental conditions and sentiment in the United States. That, per- 
haps, is only natural. The inhabitants of an island which can be tra- 
versed from end to end in one day can scarcely be expected to realize 
the great distances of this country and to undérstand the striking differ- 
ences of sectional interest and outlook which spring from this fact of 
nature, 

How shall the good citizen of Edinburgh, who may be reading the 
very same paper and contemplating a canny bet upon the very same 
horse as is his London friend eight hours to the south, comprehend the 
fact that a public question which stirs a New Englander to the depths 
can leave unmoved his fellow citizen in San Francisco, four days’ journey 
to the west? And how may a man raised in an old civilization, where 
inward change is slow and custom strong, sympathize easily with the 
naive optimism and untrammeled experiments of a new world with few 
traditions? 

Such natural causes of British misunderstanding might perhaps be 
countered by a good knowledge of American history: But the American 
history taught in most British schools would fill about one printed page. 

For an American child, the history of Britain before the eighteenth 
century is the history of his own race, and the wars of 1776 and 1812 
are great national dramas. For the British child, American history be- 
fore the Revolution means a few lines about the sailing of the Pilgrim 
Fathers; the war of American independence is .overshadowed by the 
dramatic conquest of an empire in India and the New World 13 years 
before and by the outbreak of the French revolution 13 years later; and 
the squabble of 1812 is dismissed as a mere episode in the mighty 
struggle with Napoleon. 

How sublime can be this ignorance of America’s past may be sug-

and the telephone typewriter can han- 
dle forty words a minute, according 
to L. D. Sandy, division manager for 
the A. T. & T. Co. 

“The circuit connecting the fields 
on the Atlanta-New York line is the 
first to be installed on a southern air 
line,”” Mr. Sandy stated. 

In discussing the operation of the 
telephone typewriter Mr. Sandy ex- 


plained that a message is typed out 
(as it would be on an ordinary ma- 


chine. 

“Each key struck creats an electri- 
cal impulse of a different force on the 
wires and corresponding keys on the 
receiving machine react to the im- 
pulses. Two long distance telephone 
conversations and fourteen telephone 
typewriter messages may be sent over 
the same pair of wires without inter- 
ference,” Mr. Sandy said. 

Postmaster Large clipped off the 
tape bearing the first outgoing and 
incoming messages, sent and received 
by him, and plans to frame them as 
souvenirs for his office. 

The fields connected by the circuit 
include Atlanta, Spartanburg, Greens- 
boro, Richmond, Washington, Balti- 
more, Camden, N. J. (Philadelphia), 
Hadley Field, Newark, N. J., and the 
Pitcairn companys home office at 
Brooklyn, N. Y.

Thomas 


Mann. 

This year's recipient of the Nobel 
prize for literature, Thomas Mann, 
had a Creole mother, like Dumas 
pere, and for this reason the German 
racists are not joining the entire 
Germanic world in paying tribute to 
the great romancer. Of his career 
Thomas Mann had the following to 
say in a little German review, from 
which we translate freely: “My past 
is obscure and shameful. I did not 
fail in my bachelor’s examination. 
I never got that far. I failed al- 
ready in rhetoric and ran away from 
the Lubeck Lyceum. I was lazy, 
headstrong, frivolous and took noth- 
ing serious. After trying once more 
to sit on school benches, in Munich 
this time, I became a vagabond in 
foreign countries. I spent a year in 
Rome. In the daytime I wrote a 
little and in the evenings I went to 
a cafe to play dominoes. Upon my 
return to Munich I worked for a 
short time on Simplicissimus (the 
German satirical weekly). And today? 
Instead of having fallen among the 
anarchists and other lost children, 
glory has come my way. I have a 
beautiful wife, extraordinarily beau- 
tiful, a real princess, who is also a 
doctor of arts and sciences, and who 
still does not despise the ignoramus 
that is her husband.

Carnegie library presents conditions 
that ase really shameful and reflect 
seriously upon the cultural quality of 

i our people. But

When, just after the city was 
emerging from its wreckage, a number 
of progressive gy men organized 
the “Young Men’s Library Associa- 
tion,” their enterprise was approved 
by the people generally, albeit their 
common poverties did not allow them 
to give it liberal support. Neverthe- 
less, their efforts persisted and the 
library made successive stages of prog- 
ress, It came to have its own build- 
ing on Decatur street and was as- 
sumed as a fixed institution of the 
city. Then came the Carnegie offer, 
which was aceepted enthusiastically, 
with the result of the merger into the 
Carnegie library of today,

Growing City and Shrinking Library. 

Since the erection of the handsome 
classic building the city population 
has been steadily increasing and is 
now double what it was when the 
building was completed and occupied. 
The structure and the contents which 
seemed more than ample then are now 
cramped and congested. 

Although Miss Barker is one of the 
recognized first-rank librarians of the 
western world, and has proved her- 
self something of a miracle-worker 
with space and books, she is now at 
the end of her ingenuity and resources. 
The marble walls of the building will 
not stretch at her touch and che very 
wisely objects to investing in* more 
books to be added to those large 
stacks of unshelvable ones that are 
now cumbering the floors. , 

Yet thousands of the people need 
an up-to-date library every day. They 
appeal for the latest and best books 
to meet their’ needs for information 
and entertainment. The younger peo- 
ple are especially clamorous for li- 
brary helps in their studies. Working 
men and women are more and more 
asking for those books which they 
cannot afford to-buy for themselves 
and which they expect. to find in the 
library. The cosmopolitanism of At- 
lantans is nowhere better illustrated 
than in the demands made upon the 
library.

The casual observer, absorbed with

The Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching is anxious to 
have the Atlanta library carry out 
one of Carnegie’s ideas in promoting 
it. That is te establish in it the 
south’s premier school for the training 
of librarians, thereby fitting men and 
women from every southern state to 
organize and conduct libraries with 
scientific knowledge and expertness. 
The foundation is ready to appro- 
priate at least $50,000 for the school 
and the Rosenwald foundation in Chi- 
cago, we are advised, would add $50,- 
000 more.

There is no room in which to hold 
such a school and the confused con- 
gestion of its present contents forbids 
their ready reference and use for the 
teaching purpose.

HOUSE DUST AND ASTHMA. 
Asthma, eczema, urticaria (hives), 


angioneurotis edema (giant hives), hay 


fever, recurring bronchitis, hyperes- 
thetic rhinitits, some cases of migraine 
(periodic one-sided: sick headache or 
attacks of vertigo and nausea ushered 
in with visual aura) are some of the 
common conditions which are usually, 
if not invariably, caused by what 
physicians term allergy. That means 
a peculiar hypersensitivity to inocula- 
tion by some protein substance. Doc- 
tors say the protein substance in such 
cases gets into the blood “parenteral- 
ly,” that is, by other means than nor- 
mal digestion. In some cases it gets 
into the blood through inhalation of 
dust or pollen, the particles of which 
pass through the mucous membrane 
lining the breathing tract, either by 
making microscopic wounds themselves 


or by lodging upon some surface where 
the mucous membrane is already 
broken, ulcerated or otherwise dam- 
aged. In some cases the protein sub- 
stance is injected through the skin, 
by the mandible of an insect, by the 
bite of an animal or snake, or by 
hypodermie syringe. In some cases 
probably the substance enters through 
a crack or puncture or abrasion of the 
skin. In some cases it is undoubtedly 
a food protein which is absorbed in- 
completely digested through: some ul- 
cerated or inflamed surface of the 
lining of stomach or intestine. 

Here and there a physician is espe- 
cially equipped to conduct the neces- 
sary tests in these cases, to determine 
which specific protein substance is re- 
sponsible for the trouble, and enable 
the victim to find relief. The great 
amount of detail, patience, time and 
money the doctor must devote to this 
work in order to make it worth the 
patient’s while, bars the busy genera] 
practitioner or specialist from engag- 
ing in it, as a rule. The patient gets 
the greatest satisfaction from the pain, 
now followed in many communities, 
whereby one or more physicians under- 
take to make skin tests for that pur- 
pose; when the testing is completed 
the patient is sent back to his physi- 
cian with the report of the allergic 
study. Then the doctor is in a posi- 
tion to treat his patient intelligently 
and with some prospect of effecting 
a real cure. The medical profession 
is notoriously conservative, I prefer 
to say backward, about adopting new 


methods; but this allergic testing is 


now quite essential, well informed pa- 
tients are beginning to demand it, 
and doctors will have to recognize the 
colleague who does allergic work just 
as they recognize the colleague who 
does X-ray work. 

It is no child’s play making the skin 
tests, in such cases. Sometimes it is 
necessary ‘to test a patient for 50 or 
80 different substances before the re- 
sponsible substance is found. This is 
as tedious for the doctor as it is for 
the patient. But perseverance brings 
its reward. In one ease of asthma 
the young woman had been given 
about 60 or more tests without defi- 
nite results, when a test with house 
dust gave a distinct reaction. This 
led to the discovery that she was sen- 
sitive to the hair of a particular kind 
of dog, not just to Pg of any 
or all kinds, and knowledge 
brought the longest period of relief 
the patient had ever known, perhaps 
a rmanent cure.

That sounds as tall a story as the 
tale of the schoolboy who defined a 
papal bull as an animal kept in the 
Vatican to give milk for the pope’s 
children, Nevertheless, it happens to 
be true, 

How, then, does the average Briton 
get his ideas of this country? The 
answer is simple. From the news- 
papers and the movies. And that ex- 
plains in part why his opinion of 
God's Own Country and its inhabi- 
tants 1s apt to be unflattering, to say 
the least. For the popular papers 
give most of such little space as they 
devote to American news to lurid ac- 
counts of spectacular murders, rob- 
beries and public scandals, interlard- 
ed with tales of the divorces and oth- 


er sparetime occupations of film stars. | 
In short, a miniature of the front’ 


page of most American papers. 

As for the movies, it is unnecessary 
to dwell upon the truth and accuracy 
with which they represent the life and 
conduct of. the average citizen of this 
land, So who can blame the unso- 
phisticated Briton if, having taken a 
course of Hollywood, he comes to the 
conclusion that American businessmen 
spend their working hours in swin- 
dling one another on the stock ex- 
change and their leisure in drunken 
orgies with chorus girls; that college 
life is one long round of whoopee, va- 
ried by spasms of football complete 
with dirty work by the coaches; and 
that American girls are either high- 
power vamps or goo-eyed simpletons? 

The distorted image which the Brit- 
on gets from these two unreliable mir- 
rors of American life can rarely be 
corrected by personal experience. 
Nearly half a million tourists left 
these shores last year for trips to 
Europe; but it is doubtful if a hun- 
dredth of that number of Britons set 
out to visit the United States. True, 
such one-sided contact is unavoidable, 
for economic causes alone. But it is, 
therefore, all the more important that 
the British press should be able to 
give a reasonably proportioned -ecord 
of American opinion and affairs. Such 
is the object of the founders of the 
Walter Hines Page Fellowship in 
Journalism. They hope to educate 
the men who must supply the public 
with its daily news, and thus insure 
that if in years to come disputes arise 
between the two great English speak- 
ing naiions their frank diseussinn may 
not be embittered by ignorant accusa- 
tions and ungcuerous taunts.

and the senate whose republican-inde- 
pendent-democratic coalition virtually 
has pared down the revision of agri- 
cultural duties afone, will commence. 

Among the other problems facing 
congress will be prohibition reorgani- 
zation, modification of the Mississippi 
flood control act, rivers and harbors 
legislation, extension ofthe life of the 
radio commission, railroad consolida- 
tion, disposition. of the wartime Mus- 
cle Shoals nitrate and power plant 
in Alabama, ratification of the French 
war debt settlement and numerous 
other proposals. 

Some organization difficulties con- 
front the senate republicans but the 
house is ready to proceed after the 
formal organization of committees. 
Only four functioned during the extra 
session. 

Deaths and regisnations have creat- 
ed an unusual number of vacancies in 
key positions of the senate organiza- 
tion and the republicans will be called 
into caucus early in the session to 
reorganize their machine. 

This reorganization has proceeded to 
a considerable degree already, Sen- 
ater Watson will continue as leader 
with Senator McNary, of Oregon, tak- 
ing over the assistant leadership. Sen- 
ator Jones, of Washington, will be- 
come chairman of the important ap- 
propriations committee, succeeding the 
late Senator Warren, of Wyoming.

BISHOP OF LONDON 
DENIES REALITY 
OF ACTUAL HELL 


LONDON, England, Dec. 1.—(#) 
The bishop of London, in a sermon in 
Westminster Abbey tonight, said “‘pic- 
tures of roasting souls in hell make 
more atheists than any other thing 
in the world.” He said it seemed cer- 
tain that passages in the gospel of 
St. Mathew on the subject of future 
punishment “attributed to our Lord 
were not said by our Lord at all.” 

At another point he said: “Some 
say that people who rebel against 
God will be annihilated. I ean only 
sav we «do not know.” 

The bishop of London is one ‘of the 
ranking members of the hierarchy of 
the Church of England. Another 
prominent representative of the 
church, Dean Inge, the “Gloomy 
Dean,” in preaching today at St. 
Paul's also deprecated the “ghastly 
pictures of hell which fill Christian 
literature.” : 

He said “the Roman churches at- 
tempted to solve the problem of hell 
by introducing purgatory, which is a 
plausible theory. The modernist 
Protestant really believes in purgatory 
but not in hell. What is really needed 
is a spiritual conception of eternal 
life. I would be the last to revive 
the terrible symbolism of hell torture, 
but I think there is a great danger 
today in entirely banishing the fear 
which is never absent from the New 
Testament. We would serve God with 
reference and godly fear.”

By Dr. Broughton

We have fawned before it and 
petted and pampered the men and 
women that have it—never mind how 
they get it—until the world has come 
to believe that a dollar is worth more 
than a soul. The words of Jesus. 
“What shall it profit a man if he shall 
gain the whole world and lose his own 
soul?’ has almost lost all significance. 
The fact is, it is the money that 
weighs, and that is its curse.”

AN OFFICIAL’S VIEWPOINT. 


H. J. Stegeman, director of athletics at University of Geor- 
gia and a member of the football rules committee, has an article 
in The Constitution today that presents another side to what 
may be called the ‘‘official’s problem.” 

Officiating has become a problem suddenly, prob- 
ably because notice has been taken in the press of what 
was considered bad officiating. 
Writers, including the conductor of this column, have 

questioned the system of selection, the behavior of coaches 
who select them, and the competency of the officials. In fact 
all save the honesty of the officials has been attacked to an 


extent. 
STEGEMAN HITS BULL’S-EYE. 

It is refreshing to have a man who knows officiating from 
the inside and the outside, who has been both official and coach, 
express himself. The entire article is commended, especially 
the paragraph which bears out exactly the criticism stressed in 
more than one article in this column. 

Mr. Stegeman says: 

“There are many officials who know the rules to 
the smallest unimportant item who are not good offi- 
cials. There are also plenty of men who do not know 
all of the intricacies of the rules who are fine officials 
and of these two classes the coaches would prefer the 
latter. Common sense and integrity with absolute 
rigidity when their common sense demands a penalty 
regardless of later circumstance are attributes of a first- 
class official.” 

This indictment of the martinet the “gridiron lawyer’’ type 
of official and commendation of the official who uses old-fash- 
joned common sense and integrity is exactly what many of us 
tried to say, but said so awkwardly. What the country needs 
is not a good five-cent cigar, but an official with a good common 
sense view of the broad aspect of the game.

in the profession make the good officials look bad. They 

so completely dominate the picture that good officials 

have a tough time being noticed. 

I believe that in the end the histrionic, excitable official will 
die a natural death and will work at his regular job six days a 
instead of five.

You might 
think he runs faster than Grange, but 
I doubt this. However, every step by 
Cagle shows power, and I believe he 
can gain through smaller openings 
than the first “Red.” 


Grange was more cautious and care- 
ful as a passer than Cagle, and Cagle’s 
ball, I imagine, is harder to hold. 


Some players appear to better ad- 
vantage on a winning team, but Cagle, 
like Grange, has the fighting heart of 
the truly great athlete. When I saw 
him play Stanford was piling up a 
large score on the Army but this less- 
ened in no way Cagle’s courage, ag- 
gressiveness and determination. He 
was dangerous every time he took the 
ball, and Army could have scored if 
teammates had not dropped some of 
his passes. 

A GILDA GRAY. 

In one of his runs nine Stanford 

players at one time or another grasped 


him, but every time he squirmed loose, 


until finally he was brought down by 
three of ‘“‘Pop’” Warner’s men tackling 
him at the same time. 

Cagle can keep his feet, the mark of 
truly great backs. Almost always 
their feet are good-sized. Grange has 
big feet, and I'll venture that Cagle 
has no lady-like “dogs.” 

Cagle weighs 167, about the same 
as Grange, but the Illinois “Red” 
looks bigger and taller. Cagle is 
stockier than Grange, who has what 
might be termed a “flatter” build. 

A necessary attribute of the great 
back is ability to stand the wear and 
tear of battle. Grange had it, and so 
has Cagle. He played the entire game 
against Stanford and apparently stood 
the gaff. : 

The knowledge that they are facing 
a great back who is likely to break 
loose on any play keeps the other 
team worried every minute. This is 
especially true in the case of Cagle, 
who may run with the ball or pass. 

ADDS ZEST TO GAME. 

The appearance of a player of the 
caliber of Cagle adds zest to an ap- 
proaching game. His opponents are 
on their toes” because they know a 
slip by them may mean disaster. The 
opposing coach is stimulated in his ef- 
forts to devise a defense against the 
star back. The crowd is alert, sensing 
some thrilling feat to come. 

Picture a player who is likely to 
race to one end of the line, find him- 
self blocked, reverse his field, run 
b.ck toward his own goal, sometimes 
as far as 30 yards, then suddenly stop 
and without hesitation throw a pass 
inte the arms of a teammate far down 
the field. 

This is what Cagle did in almost 
every game last season.

cause the average human being will 
react antagonistically. Very often the 
coach who has put up a whine before 
the game gets the strictest work from 
the officials toward his own team. 

There are very few coaches who 
would risk their chance of incurring 
an official’s disfavor. 


PLAYERS DON’T MIND. : 

The other impression that has been 
created is that penalties inflicted on 
individual players affect their atti- 
tude toward a game, and that the 
element of fear caused by a severe 
penalty will last for a long time, even 
into subsequent games. Nothing can 
be farther from the truth than that, 
and anyone who has ever engaged in 
athletic games of any sort will sub- 
stantiate my statement. 

Every good football player knows 
that there is a strong line between 
hard, rugged play and the type of 
play that cals for a penalty, and no 
player ever has any reason to doubt 
whether he has crossed this line or 
not. Practically all players are so 
well-coached nowadays that they un- 
derstand all of the possibilities of 
hard play and know better than any- 
one else whether a foul has been 
committed or not. I have never seen 
a man slow up on his legal tactics 
on account of a penalty, but I have 
seen lots of men drop illegal tactics 
immediately following a penalty. You 
can't fool the average college football 
player today about that sort of thing. 

I doubt if there ever was a truer 
statement than that of an old football 
student made some time ago in re- 
gard to the question. of attitude 
toward football officials. This man 
said that the more a man understood 
the less he said about officials. Every 
one who has studied the game knows 
that in many cases the question of a 
fraction of an inch often causes de- 
cision that thousands of people dis- 
approve, and ‘yet, when the thing is 
investigated, the official proves cor- 
rect. The trouble is*that the result 
of the investigation and the study 
of the question is never made known 
to the public. : 

Moreover, there are mighty few 
football coaches left who would lower 
their dignity enough to attack the 
integrity of a man whom they them 
selves have selected. A couch selects 
an official just as much on his esti- 
mation of him as an honest man as 
ne coes on his knowledge of tre rulev. 

There are many officials who know 
the rules to the smallest unimpdrtant 
item and can quote them verbatim, 
but who are not good officials. There 
are also plenty of men who do not 
know all of the intricacies of the 
rules who are fine officials, and of 
these two classes most coaches would 
prefer the latter. Common sense and 
integrity, with absolute rigidity when 
their common sense demands a penalty 
regardless of later circumstance, are 
the attributes of a first class official. 
When a coach recognizes. these fea- 
tures he will stick to an official, no 
matter what happens. 

There is no position in the realm 
of sport that can compare in difficulty 
with that of a football official. A 
baseball umpire stands still doing his 
work, and he gets many indications of 
disapproval, but a football official 
must work at top speed, and take 
into consideration so many complica- 
tions and intricacies that it is a won- 
der he makes so few errors. I often 
wish that it were necessary for every 
football fan to work at least one foot- 
ball game satisfactorily before he 
could buy a ticket to a game. Many 
level-headed businessmen in the world 
have had more time to think about 
stock market operations than officials 
have to make their decisions, but the 
last slump made a lot of them look 
pretty foolish. Looking back at the 
market now it is pretty easy to say 
that anyone who does not have a 
charley horse above the ears should 
have known the slump was coming. 
The second guessers at football games 
often make the same type of refer- 
ences to officials.

COTTON MARKET 
TRADING 1 QUE 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 1.+~(@)— 
Trading was much quieter during the 
past week in the cotton market than 
it was in previous weeks. Liquida- 
tion of the December option and liqui- 
dation by longs generaliy in advance 
of the Thanksgiving holiday, coupled 
with unlooked-for renewal of weak- 
ness in the stock market, were influ- 
ences responsible for the decline in 
prices during the first portion of 
the week, The lowest price levels 
reached came. on Wednesday, on the 
eve of the holiday. The offerings 
were of so pressing a sort that De- 
cember was forced through the 17- 
cent line to 16.93, and January 
dropped to 17.11, or 42 points under 
the closing level of the previous Sat- 
urday. 


On Monday, the first notice day of 
December deliveries, practically the 
entire certified stock in New York 
was tendered, while the tenders here 
up to the present time have reached 
22,050 bales. The circulation of these 
notices ‘naturally caused prices to 
ease off and there was a good deal 
of switching from the near position 
to more distant months at prevailing 
differences. 


Following the effect on the market 
of the December liquidation came the 
further depressing effect of liquida- 
tion by longs in advance of the holi- 
day and, as already stated, the low- 
est prices of the week were reached 
Wednesday. When the market re- 
opened after the holiday it was found 
that Liverpool had scored a good gain 
while the American markets were 
closed. This fact, coupled with a 
firmer technical position, induced a 
moderate advance on Friday, during 
which prices recovered about half of 
the earlier decline but did not re- 
tain it all as the market developed a 
somewhat easier tone on Saturday, 
and the close showed net losses for 
the week of 32 points on January 
and 26 points on March.

FIRST RAILWAY 
CONSTRUCTED NEAR 


SAVANNAH, CLAIM 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Dec. 1—(P)— 
Claim that the first railwav in Amer- 


ica was built in January, 1820, at The 
Hermitage, ne.t Savannah, by Henry 
McAlpin, emigrant from Scotland, 
antedating the claim of Quincy, Mass., 
to this honor by five or six years, 
is made in a story published in to- 
day's Morning News, written by Do- 
lores * Boifeuillet Colquitt. 

The railway was used to remove a 
house on the plantation, and in which 
bricks of superior quality were later 
manufactured. Mrs. Colquitt’s story 
describes the use of iron rails in the 
construction and the operation of the 
railway for 27 years after it was 
built, The length of the road was for 
several hundred yards, and was built 
by slave labor. 

This date is associated vith another 
epoch-making event of the year pre- 
vious, when the first steamship to 
cross the Atlantic, the Savannah, un- 
der Captain Moses Rogers, sailed from 
Savannah for Liverpool, England, in 
1819, 

Horses were the motive power for 
the railroad as in the case of the 
Quincy road. McAlpin got his idea, 
the story recounts, from the use of 
railroads in the mines of England and 
Scotland, where both wooden and iron 
rails were used.

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—(4)—The 
bond market moves into the last 
month of the year with prices on an 
upward swing. Observers are predict- 
ing that only unforeseen contingencies 
can prevent this tendency from gain- 
ing momentum and that strong mar- 
ket will develop “in 1930. 

_ Several factors are expected to as- 
sist in the improvement which got 
under way early in October. The 
usual reinvestment demand appearing 
at the first of the year, it is an- 
ticipated, will take substantially more 
bonds than in early 1929, when much 
of the capital liberated by interest 
and dividend payments and by shift- 
ing of investment programs was 
placed in stocks. Insurance companies 
have been substantial buyers of 


shares, but an extensive inquiry for} 


bonds from these large investors is 
looked for. In addit’sn, with money 
rates below the yi «ls still available 
in fixed incom@ securities of good 
grade, corporations as well as banks 
would naturally look to bends, es- 
pecially those of short maturities. 

Trading was rather dull last week, 
with only three trading sessions, but 
the entire list manifested distinct 
firmness. Liquidation was noted 
here and there as holders took 
losses for purposes of the income tax 
return. However, this selling was 
small and brought out only minor de- 
clines, although it served to give the 
list superficial irregularity. 

Despite the losses coincident with 

the stock break, the combined bond 
average rose approximately a point 
in November and is now some two 
points below its 1929 high, establish- 
ed early in the year. 
-New bond financing continued 
light, chiefly because of the short 
week, totaling only $15,706,000 
against $26,913,000 the week before 
and $60,999,000 a year ago.

I arm 
not one of those who believe that hari 
times have any special advantage in 
diseiplining our souls. We ought to 
be able to discipline ourselves in pros- 
pee when we have time to do it, and

‘Street, however, is agreed that Ford 
| put his finger on the two sore spots 
when he said that part of the exist- 
ing situation was created by with- 
drawal of brains from business to the 
stock market and part by production 
of goods beyond the purchasing power 
of the public. 

The first step taken at the recent 
Washington conference was to have 
capital agree not to cut wages. From 
the start of these conferences it was 
realized that our standard of living 
of recent years was based on our in- 
dustrial expansion which was depend- 
ent on mass production which, in turn, 
was dependent on mass buying power. 
Hence, the big job was to save the 
buying power of the big outside public, 
first, by agreeing not to cut wages and 
next, by doing everything possible to 
stimulate general trade. 

President Hoover made a good job 
of his recent Washington conferences, 
more or less repeating steps taken at 
the 1921 conference following post- 
war deflation in general trade and in 
the stock market. Conservative Wall 
Street bankers are confident that the

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Nation’s Retail Business 


NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—(#)—Busi- 
ness activity last week was under the 
restraining influence of a mid-week 
holiday, and the approach of the year- 
end inventory season. 


Mobilization of the country’s busi- 
ness leaders by ident Hoover to 
stimulate business next year contin- 
ued with the announcement of a two- 
billion-dollar program by public util- 
ity executives, and the assurance of 
co-operation from several state and 
municipal governments. 


Meanwhile, steel output and de- 
mand registered a further slight de- 
cline, but this was attributed largely 
to the falling off in automotive de- 
mand as manufacturers curtailed or 
suspended operations in preparation 
for the introcuction of new models, 
and other buyers restricted their or- 
ders until they could more fully de- 
termine the effect of the recent stock 
market break. Few cancellations were 
reported. Railroad buying continues 
in large volume. 


Retail trade received considerable 
stimulus from the colder weather, and 
the approach of the holiday season. 
This was particularly true of the 
women’s wear, heavy clothing and 
shoe lines, sales of which iad been 
retarded by the unseasonably warm 
weather of the past few weeks. 

While a recession in some lines 
was regarded as inevitable as a re- 
sult of the collapse in stock prices, 


there is a rather general feeling that 
the retrograde movement will be 


of short duration. One of the most 
encouraging features of the situation 
is the ease of money rates and the 
fact that inventories of manufac- 


tured goods are relctively light, and 
that production in most lines has 
been aligned with consumption ‘ to 
prevent the possibility of a burden- 
some accumulation of supplies. 

The agricultural outlook ‘also ap- 
peared more promising this week, 
with an improvement in the export 
demand for wheat and flour as one 
of the most encouraging features. 

| Collections in most of the leading 
cities are reported as slow, although 
both Dun’s and Bradstreet’s report 
a decline in the number of business. 
failures during the past week. Bank 
clearings reported by these mercan- 
tile agencies also showed a reduction 
from the same week of last year, due, 
in part, to the reduced volume of se- 
curities trading. 

The meeting of the American Pe- 
troleum Institute in Chicago next 
week is expected to develop further 
plans for the stabilization of the oil 
industry, which has been struggling 
with the problem of over-production 
for several years. While no formal 
plan for worldwide curtailment is 
looked for, the attendance of Sir 
Henri Deterding, managing director 
of the Royal Dutch-Shell group, at 
the institute sessions may lead to 
some sort of a gentlemen’s agreement 
regarding output in troublesome areas, 
particularly Venezuela.

Ritchie, assistant superintendent of 
schools in charge of business affairs, 
to give council any information he 
has on the matter. 

A resolution présented by Alder- 
man G. Everett Millican, of the tenth 
ward, was adopted by council with- 
out a dissenting vote. The paper re- 
quests Ritchie to communicate to the 
next meeting of council the name of 
any person or persons who have used 
city school grounds for delivery or 
transfer of whisky, and also to fur- 
nish, for action by council, any in- 
formation in his possession concern- 
ing use of city property for illegal 
purposes. 

Ritchie’s Statement. 

This action by council followed 
Ritchie's statement last Friday be- 
fore a special investigating commit- 
tee! of the board of education that 
Tech High school and Forrest Ave- 
nue school grounds had been used for 
transferring whisky. It was learn- 
ed that a member of the Fulton grand 
jury plans to insist that Ritchie be 
summoned to give full details regard- 
ing alleged use of the school grounds 
by liquor runners. 

Alderman J. Charlie Murphy, chair- 
man of the police committee, said that 
his committee would conduct a_thor- 
ough investigation of any formal 


charges Ritchie may make involving 
laxity on the part of the police de- 
partment. 
Employes’ Statement Upheld. 
At the meeting last Friday, Ritchie 
confirmed the statement of dfscharged 
employes of the school department that 
school grounds had been used by liquor 
runners, but said that the school de- 
partment had succeeded in stopping 
the practice. Ritchie declined to give 
the school committee further informa- 
tion on the ground that “it might be 
embarrassing’ to certain people.

Old Man Winter renewed his as- 
sault on the svuth tonight riding a 
second cold wave over the territory 
from the Ozarks to the Atlantic as 
the number of deaths attributable to 
the weather since last Friday mount- 
ed to 25. 

Exposure, fires, traffic accidents 
and one drowning made up the causes 
of death in eight southern § states 
where unseasonable temperatures pre- 
vailed throughout the week-end. 

By states the deaths included: 

Kentucky, freezing, one; burned to 


death, one; traffic, one, and one man 
plunged through thin ice and 
drowned. 

North Carolina, seven, traffic. 

Arkansas, two, traffic. 

Tennessee, three, fires. 

Georgia, two, fires. 

Alabama, one, fire. 

Virginia, three, fires. 

South Carolina, one exposure; three 
traffic. 

Moderating temperatures yesterday 
were followed by snow and sleet in 
Kentucky, Tennessee and parts of Ar- 
kansas, with Virginia and North Caro- 
lina due to receive another blanket 
of snow in their western portions to- 
morrow. 

The unusually high number of traf- 
fic deaths in North Carolina were 
attributed to rain freezing as it fell, 
causing a coating of ice on roadways, 
while the fire deaths were caused 
either by overheated stoves or fur- 
naces and from clothing igniting from 
open grates. 


Heavy Rainfall. 


Rain that fell over a large area 
of the south was due to move east- 
ward tonight leaving clear skies, but 
temperatures near last Saturday's 
levels when new low marks for No- 
vernber were broken in more than half

No Fault With: Treatment 
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BY F. T. KETTER,

WEST POINT, N. Y., Dec. 2-——@ 
Alonzo Parham, negro cadet appointed 
to the United States Military Academy 
from Chicago, in an interview today 
said that the treatment he has® re- 
ceived since he entered the academy 
July 1 has been absolutely fair and 
impartial. 

The permission granted the cadet to 
talk for publication broke a _ policy 
which had been in effect at the acad- 
emy for more than a century. 


Parham objected to publicity recent- 
ly given him and remarked that it was 
“discouraging to see my position s0 
badly misrepresented and to be singled 
out as an object for pity.” 

“Published reports that cadets never 
talk to me or that my relations with 
them, are strained are absolutely 
false,’ Parham said. “I realize that 
orders cannot be issued governing 
friendships and that such a matter is 
purely personal. Statements to the ef- 
fect that cadets have been ordered not 
to talk to me are false. 


No Prejudice Shown. 


“Since July 1, when I entered, my 
treatment at the hands of officers and 
cadets has been fair and never under 
any circumstances has there been any 
sign of discrimination or prejudice.” 

Parham added that “all the officers 
are giving me a square deal.” 

“T have participated in every activi- 
ty with other fourth classmen from the 
niinute of my arrival and in addition 
to the military drills have participated 
in intramural sports, playing baseball, 
basketball, football and several others.

“This young man is absolutely on 
his own,” the, general said, “exactly 
as every other cadet and to. single 
him out merely because of his color 
is un-American.”

|}mathematics has been commented on 
in the press,” General Smith contin- 
uéd.

TWO BANKERS GO 
TOU.S. PRISON. 
FOR SHORTAGES 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dee. 2.— 
(P)\—Allen Merrill Brown, former 
president of the East Alabama Na- 
tional Bank at Eufaula, tonight faced 
a term of three years in Atlanta 
federal penitentiary following his 
plea of guilty in United States dis- 
trict court here today to embezzling 
$136,000 from the institution. ‘The 
former banker, well past middle age, 
was sentenced by Judge Edwin R. 
Holmes after Robert Steiner, Mont- 
gomery attorney who appeared as 
volunteer counsel, had plead for len- 
iency on the grounds.that Brown was 
actuated more by a desire to assist 
financially embarrassed friends than 
by criminal intent. 

R. E. Wood, former teller of the 
Andalusia National Bank, was sen- 
tenced to 18 months in the federal re- 
formatory at Chillicothe, Ohio, fol- 
lowing his plea of guilty to embezzling 
$8,800 from that institution. He ap- 
peared without counsel but the Rev. 
Kmmett P. Smith, state prison chap- 
lain, sponsored his case and asked for 
leniency.

The state prison board Monday re- 
fused to recommend to Governor L, 
G Hardman executive clemency in 
the cases of Ollie Justice and T. R.

Mrs. Justice was convicted in 1923 
of the murder of her sweetheart, De- 
Witt Turner. The killing took place 
on South Pryor street, where Tur- 
ner was driving an automobile in 
which Mrs. Justice was a passenger.

Gore paid the death penalty.

statement along the lines of that of 
the secretary. 

Ambassador Debuchi, of Japan; 
Ambassador De Martino, of Italy, and 
Konald Campbell, the British charge 
d'affaires, conferred with the secre- 
tary this afternoon, exchanging with 
him information on the situation in 
Manchuria. 

At the same time the Italian em- 
bassy announced it had been advised 
by the Rome government that Italy 
was in full accord with the secre- 
tary’s move and would appeal to both 
China and the soviet to avoid hostili- 
ties.

Announces Determination To 
Fight Effort of Dealers To 
Force Contracts. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—(4)— 
The Farmers’ National Grain Corpo- 
ration has been given funds and au- 
thority by the farm board to protect 
elevator owners in the wheat country 
from having to sign long-term con- 
tracts with. commission grain dealers 
or have their loans called by those 
dealers. 

Chairman Legge said today that the 
grain corporation, or its subsidiary 
marketing agencies in the northwest 
and the Pacifie northwest, could act 
promptly if it became necessary. 

The chairman said reports had 
reached the board that a determined 
effort was going to be made by com- 
mission dealers to sew up elevator 
owners for long periods on contracts 
forced by a threat of calling loans. 

Wherever an elevator owner is in 
difficulty, he said, the grain corpora- 
tion would investigate and each case 
would be settled on its merits. If the 
elevator owner can qualify as a bor- 
rower under the agricultural market- 
ing act, he probably will be able to 
obtain loans from the co-operative 
sales agency operating in his immedi- 
ate territory. 

The board has heard, Mr. Legge 
said, that grain dealers have called 


and had a program outlined to them 
calling for country elevator owners to 
sign a five-year contract, or have 
their loans from the dealers called at 
once, 

The board today approved a com- 
modity loan of $300,000 to the Farm- 
ers’ Union Terminal Association, of 
St. Paul, to supplement loans from 
the intermediate credit bank at St. 
Paul. This is the second loan to the 
terminal association, the first being 
for $400,000. The money will be used 
to pay advances to grower members 
under the farm board’s wheat loan 
policy. 

A line of credit of not more than 
$5,000,000 for the Western Cattle 
Marketing Association also was ap- 
proved. The money is to be used to 
make advances to members on feeder 
cattle not exceeding 75 per cent of 
the appraised value of the cattle at 
the time the loan is made. 

A condition of a loan to a member 
from the association is that the mem- 
ber contract with the association to 
market the cattle to be thus _§ fat- 
tened.
